But in the real world, trying to match a long wire I've had my MFJ 
tuners ‘arc over' with as little as 50w. If your antenna ain't close to 
begin with, then don't waste the effort or you might spend an evening 
inside the thing with a jewelers file fixing a 'scratch' in the cap from

it melted over. 


On the other hand, I think the MFJ little tuners are fantastic for QRP. 
They are build relatively rugged, mechanically, and as long as I didn't

I see several postings on "Pittsburg" style construction. I guess I should 
explain it, as I was the one who gave it its name. A story follows, (you 
knew that already I bet, grin.) 


I went to college in Pittsburg, Kansas in the late 60's and graduated from 
Kansas State College of Pittsburg (now known as Pittsburg State University) 
in 1970. I had not been back there in about 30 years and had no plans to 
really go there until I met two really nice guys, Gene Sailsbury and Joe 
Porter at Arkiecon a couple of years ago. They presented me with a very 
nice plaque and certificate from the President of Pittsburg State for being 


a distinguished alumni at Arkiecon two years ago (I think that they had run 
out of candiates that month or something). Anyway, they invited me to come 
to Pittsburg and check out the town. See how it had changed in 30 years, 
etc. So, I decided to do so. A good friendship developed, and we started 
to exchange emails about building and qrp. 


Joe Porter is a wonderful builder. A perfectionist. He showed me some of 
his projects when I visited, and a couple of circuit boards that he made 
himself for his projects. Boy was I impressed. I was with Gene and after 
we left Joe's house, I asked him how he made the boards. Gene said that he 
had the whole set up to do it, and made them in his basement. I asked if 
it would be possible for Joe to make me a couple of boards, as I was working 
on the NorCal Keyer at the time, and wanted to do a prototype layout to 
check out the chip. Gene said he would check with Joe, but he was sure that 
he would do it. 


I went home, layed out the board with Circad, but I did not want to drill 
holes on such a simple board, so decided to do it surface mount, but using 
leaded components, which I first saw on the St. Louis Tuner prototype many 
years ago. I sent the board to Joe, and he sent one back in a few days. 
Wow, it was beautiful, and because the traces and pads were already etched, 
it was a snap to build. Much easier than Manhattan, because you didn't have 
to glue any pads on or figure out a layout, it was already done on the 
etched board. I worked with Joe on a couple of other boards, and encouraged 
him to provide them to others for simple projects that appeared in QRPp and 
the "Homebrewer". In fact, I thought that the NJ Sniffer kit, which I think 
you can still order from the www.amqrp.org website under NJ QRP Club kits, 
was a perfect vehicle for this type of construction. Several guys have told 
me that they like the Manhattan style, but wish that they didn't have to 
mess with the gluing. Joe's board solves that problem. Joe contacted 
George Heron, and asked permission to sell a board for the NJ kit. George 
not only gave him permission, but was delighted to be able to find someone 
that would do a board for the kit as an add on. George even put the info on 
the NJ page. 


Joe wrote an excellent article on the technique in the initial issue of the 
"Homebrewer", and it gives an excellent overview of the building style. I 
like the style of building, but both Joe and I feel it has its limits. We 
both agree for short runs of kits, or where the board is really simple, it 
is an excellent way to go. But if the kit is fairly complex, then a regular 
through hole board or even Manhattan style is a better choice. 


Joe and I did not invent this type of building. We never claimed to. Joe 
did publish it and I named it, in honor of where the boards come from. To 
sum it up, a Pittsburg style board is one in which all the traces and pads 
are cut or etched from a board. No holes are drilled, and the components 
are mounted on the copper side of the board. No gluing and no wiring 
between pads. I think Joe did a great job of showing qrpers another way of 


building. Thanks for the contribution Joe. So now you know how the

CPU and display boards are completed and mated together. Have made some 
progress on the DDS board, but gathering the courage to solder that tiny 
DDS chip :4)) Its corners are tacked down, but I'll have to wait ‘till 
my meds kick in before proceeding further 24)) 


Initial power up checks of the CPU & Display: Everything appears to work 
according to spec. Special Note - save yourself a few skipped heartbeats 
and turn the LCD display potentiometer fully counterclockwise before 
turning on the power - you'll thank me later! 


As instructed on Trevor's web page, shorted RxTx to GND while powering up 
the first time, then powered down, removed that shorting jumper and 
shorted TS to GND and powered up again. Removed the short, waited a few 
seconds then briefly shorted it back to GND and was rewarded with the 
"Version 1.1" sign-on message. This will need to be repeated when I 
actually connect the DDS board. 


I think I followed the schematic and the pin out diagram for the rotary 
encoder correctly. My frequency decreases for clockwise rotation of the 
encoder shaft.. I'll swap the A&B lines on the encoder because I prefer 
increasing frequency for clockwise rotation. It powers up at 40 MHz. 


I have been taking more pictures and will incorporate them into 
additional sections of the in-progress assembly manual (at 
<http://www.gsl.net/n5ib> ) over the next few days.

Turning this around slightly: When the BPL system causes interference to TV 
channels 2, 3, 4, and 5, who's the customer going to blame: "professionals" 
connecting jamming transmitters to the power system, or that *&4% ham down 


the street? Given the history with arcing doorbell transformers, 
oscillating TV antenna "booster" amplifiers, audio gear with no RF 
immunity, PCs without RFI control, and many other cases the blame will be 
aimed at us, not the actual culprits. 


The power companies have stated in the FCC comments that there have been 
"no formal complaints" in the BPL test areas. How could there be 
complaints? The interference source is unintelligible, unidentified, from 
dispersed sources, and in most cases those affected are not aware of the 
presence of these devices, let alone their potential for causing 
interference. Technically aware victims of the interference cannot file a 
complaint against the culprit, because they have no idea who that would be 
(a situation that is changing rapidly--thanks, Ed and ARRL!). 
Unsophisticated victims file a complaint against a visible third party: 
hams, cell phone towers, CBers, TVRO dish owners, etc. In either case, 
there are no complaints against the responsible party.
